Angler and conservation 
groups have won the first round 
in a legal battle to prevent the 
drilling of a gas well near the 
Mason Tract. 

In a ruling issued by USS. 
District Court Magistrate Judge 
Charles E. Binder on June 20, a 
recommendation was made to 
deny use of federal reports 
relied upon to allow Savoy 
Energy, a Traverse City-based 
oil and gas firm, to drill a gas 
well on federal land near the 
Mason Tract. 

The Mason Tract includes 
4,500 acres of pristine land 
located along the South Branch 
of the AuSable River which was 
donated to the state in 1954 by 
auto executive George Mason 
on the condition that the land be 
left pristine in it’s natural form. 

The application to drill the gas 
well on land in the Huron- 
Manistee National Forest was 
approved last year because U.S. 
Bureau of Land Management 
officials deemed that no signifi- 
cant environmental impact 
would be caused by the drilling 
and there is no need for an envi- 
ronmental impact study.

City to try 
for skate

Grayling City officials are 
seeking to get more bang for the 
buck by using the same funds to 
apply for two state grants to 
boost recreational opportunities 
in the community.

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Savoy Energy to do site prepara- 
tion work for the drilling opera- 
tion. 

Binder, in his recommenda- 
tion, said that federal Counsel on 
Environmental Quality 
Regulations established to deter- 
mine when an environmental 
impact study is needed were not 
adequately followed. 

Specifically, Binder said that 
the short and long term effects of 
decisions regarding federal land 
use must address the affected 
region, affected interests and the 
locality. 

Further, Binder ruled Savoy 
Energy project site is located in 
protected management areas for 
the Kirtland’s warbler and the 
Bald eagle, which are on the fed- 
erally endangered species list. 
Savoy’s plans to clear land for 
exploration to develop access 
roads and clear land for future 
wells, if the drilling is successful, 
would impact Kirtland’s warbler 
habitat and may enhance the 
habitat for predators of the war- 
bler. The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service should have been con- 
tacted to ensure that the decision 
to permit drilling does not jeop- 


ardize the existence of an endan- 
gered species to result tn destruc- 
tion of habitat. 

Finally, Binder ruled that fed- 
eral regulations regarding the 
visual impact that the construc- 
tion of wells and pipelines would 
have on the area must be proper- 
ly weighed in federal decisions. 
The area where Savoy Energy 
plans to drill the well and build- 


ing. a gas production facility. is. 


classified as old growth forest, 
which calls for strict guidelines 
regarding the disturbance of the 
forest surface. 

Tim Mason said the family 
was pleased with the progress in 
the federal lawsuit.

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Bee keeping causing a buzz in Crawford County

In Crawford County, certain 
hobbies come standard. 


Canoeing. Fishing. Cross coun- 
try skiing. And of course...bee 
keeping? 

Although it may come as a sur- 
prise to some, there are actually 
several bee keepers in Grayling 
and the surrounding area. In 
some cases, it is a family tradi- 
tion that has spanned many gen- 
erations, 

Honey Talks Honey 

Take Honey, for example. No, 
not the honey that the bees make. 
Rather, the Honey that makes 
bees make honey. Henry Honey, 
of Lovells, comes from a long 
line of bee keepers. In fact, that’s 
where he gets his name. 

“It’s a Polish ancestry,” said 
Honey. “The Polish name was 
‘Honeymaker’ and they changed 
it to ‘Honey’ because they were 
bee keepers in my ancestry.” 

Honey, who retired from bee 
keeping about three years ago, 
first became interested in the 
occupation as a teenager. 

“I! kind of had a fondness for 
(bees) and I decided I’d like to 
try something out,” said Honey. 

Before too long, Honey was an 
authority on the topic, maintain- 
ing ten hives of his own and help- 
ing researchers at Michigan State 
University artificially inseminate 
queen bees. 

Bee Business 

Interest from a major universi- 
{ty is not surprising, since, these 
days, bee business is big busi- 
ness. Under the right conditions, 
a single hive can generate 200 
pounds of honey in one season. 

“That’s a lot of honey,” said 
local businessman and bee keep- 
er Scott McClain, whose father 
introduced him to the hobby at 
age 14, 

The price of honey is as high 
as ever at local supermarkets, so 
the opportunity to profit from the 
occupation is there. Of course, 
inya job that involves handing 
hundreds’ of swarming bees at 
once, there are certain obvious 
occupational risks. 

“The most I’ve ever been stung 
was about 20 times,” said Honey. 
If being stung 20 times in rapid 
succession seems like a lot, at 
least Honey has found a way to 
look at the bright side. 

“Hey, that kept my rheumatism 
down,” 

Although a bee keeper can be 
stung if something agitates the 
bees, the truth is that honey bees 
are not very prone to attack. 
They only tend to be violent if 
they feel that the hive is threat- 
ened. 

This is one of many tidbits of 
of bee knowledge that a bee 
keeper naturally —_acqutres. 
Keeping up on the latest buzz in 
the bee world can be the key to 
success. 

“Read all you can. Get the 
magazine American Bee Journal. 
Keep on the cutting edge,” 
advised McClain. 

A Species Threatened 

Unfortunately, the latest head- 
lines in the bee world are none 
too positive. A tracheal mite, 
Acarpis woodi, has been devas- 
tating the bee population in 
North America, The mite gets 
into the hives and kills all the 
bees. 

All sources interviewed cited 
this mite as the greatest threat to 
a bee keeper in the new millenni- 
um. 

“That’s what a lot of the bee 
keepers are fighting right now. 
It’s costing them money and 
they’re dropping out of it,” said 
Honey. 

Haven’t seen too many honey 
bees in the last few years? That’s 
because this mite has almost 
completely eliminated the native 
honey bee population in North 
America, 

If a bee keeper can beat the 
mites, they are other challenges 
to running hives in Northern 
Michigan as well. 

“Everywhere I’ve ever had 
bees the bears got ‘em. So that’s 
a problem,” said McClain. 

McClain says the best defense 
against bears is an electric fence 
around the hive. 

Love the Bugs 
Bears and mites aren’t the only

environmental threats to a bee 
keeping operation, either. With 
so much risk involved, it’s not 
surprising that none of the bee 
keepers interviewed said they do 
it for the money. A interest in the 
animals themselves is their pri- 
mary motivation. 

“Once you get into it, it’s fasci- 
nating,” said McClain. “The 
bees are really tough.” 

In a family tradition similar to 
Honey’s, McClain’s father taught 
him everything he knows about 
the art. 

“Whenever I had a problem he 
could solve it for me. He was a 
great bee Keeper,” said McClain. 

The Next Generation 

Nonetheless, not al! bee keep- 
ers in the area inherit their hobby 
from family. Ray Priebe, Jr, of 
Grayling just started his own 
hive this Spring. 

Trying to learn the hobby with- 
out a family background presents 
additional challenges. 

“Most people that do this 
inherit it,” said Priebe. “It’s very 
difficult to do on your own.” 

Priebe has received bee keep- 
ing advice from Henry Honey, 
and now has a healthy hive well 
on its way to producing generous 
amounts of honey. 

Bee Healthy 

Interestingly, food isn’t the 
only thing bees produce. Raw 
honey includes a_ substance 
called propolis, which bee keep- 
ers can refine and collect sepa- 
rately. 

This substance functions as an 
antibiotic that is particularly 
effective in killing bad antibodies 
in the human body while leaving 
good antibodies unharmed. 


A level on a bee hive can get very crowded as the pop- 
ulation increases. When it gets too full, a bee keeper 


will add additional levels.

“It’s very expensive to buy, 
said Priebe. 

That’s not even the ful] extent 
of possible medical uses for raw 
bee honey. Since bee honey is 
produced from local pollens, it 
can have vaccination properties. 
Priebe hopes the honey will help 
his son with his asthma. 

Speaking of pollen, bee keep- 
ers also tend to have extra 
healthy gardens, as pollination is 
a bee’s business. In fact, bees are 
often brought into Traverse City 
to help pollinate the cherry trees. 

“That old thing about being 
busy as a bee, that’s an under- 
statement,” said Priebe. 

For the bee keepers of 
Crawford County, it’s worth a lit- 
tle bit of busy work to have a 
flourishing hive of bees doing 
plenty of work of their own.
